The grass cover was short; it was orobably 
mrozed by cattle. “o hard sor ‘aca mnway 

was observed, A dip heap wis in tne norte 
western section of “he field. The *ield 
corders on highway Jo 169 te the sorthwest 
and on a road to the rertheast, The only 

bul. ding available wa: the airficld restaurant 
on the edre of the *ield which borders on 
hirhway Jo 169. It was in coo! ecndition and 
used as a home for apprentices, 4 meteorslori- 
cal station, appar ntly uneccupied, was on 
the roof of the buildinr. 


“No aireraft or personnel ver: gvserved ot 
the eirfidd. The ficld had a rrass cover 
which was in poor condition. There were 


“no indications that the field was being 


used as pasture land. Of the former buildings 
only the concrete foundations siill existed.

cracks because of the effects of the weather.

The field was now 
guarded. No constriction work was observed.
